THE SEVENTH DISTRICT. 


Felten’s Effort Not te Serve the Peo- 
pie, but to Make “Even” with His 
Past Campaign Expenses. 


Hon. Wa. H. Feiton—Sir: You claim to 
be the favorite of the people of this district. 
The leading objection which you urge 
against the nomination of Judge Lester is 
that it was not a representative act, since 
the people had already twice declared their 
preference for you at the polls. This is also 
the argument Mr. Stephens makes for you. 
He says that nominations by party organi- 
zations “‘shwuld be controled by views look- 
ing to the ablest and truest men represent- | 
ing the principles of the party, and to the 
favorites of the people.”’ 

You will observe that the nominee should 
always ‘‘represent the principles of the 
varty’’ and be ‘a favorite of the people.”’ 
But to be a favorite of the people is not of 
itself a sufficient qualification. The nomi- 
nee of the democratic party must be a rep- 
resentative democrat—‘representing the 
principles of the party.” 

Now, sir, the living principle of democ- 

y for the last thirteen years has been or- 
ganized legal protest against wrong, and 
organized legal resistance to oppression. 
Even your friend, Mr. Stephens, says 
‘party organization I believe in.” Mr. Hill 
has eloquently warned ag gy against its 
abandonment. William E. Smith, whose 
former indorsement was your boast, has 
renounced you because you are trying to 
destroy that cohesion without which party 

rinciples are useless, and are seeking to 
dierapt that organization by which alone 
democracy can free this country from mis- 
rule, and restore the blessings of good gov- 
ernment. ’ 

New, why should you be supported by 
democrats, when your election would be the 
triumph of a war made by your republican 
allies, and gous personal friends upon the 
organized democracy? The issue is unmis- 
takable. You ridicule all opposition as 
coming from “the organized.’”’ Every radi- 
cal in the district takes the cue and sneers 
“organized.”’ Their reason is plain. They 
have avowed their object to be to break up 
the democratic organization by uniting 
with you, because the organization prevents 
the accomplishment of republican work, 
and the promulgation of republican ideas,

Threatening Life. 

In several of the largest and best di- 
rected states of the union there are laws 
which declare the threatening of Tifeto be 
a crime punishable with heavy penalties. 
The reason for such law is that men are 
apt, in the heat of passion to threaten 
death to an adversary, and upon the con- 
tinued heat of passion, are liable to exe- 
cute their threat. A desperate man is 
always a man professing to carry out his 
declarations, and when one of these says 
to another, “I will kill you,” he seldom 
likes to have the announcement go unful- 
filled. 

In Texas, where lawlessness and crime 
are of daily occurrence, this law is in 
effect, and the judges and state’s attor- 
neys testify to its salutary effect. It 
is better to penitentiary a man for 
threatening life than it jis to put 
him to death for taking life. Other states 
have found this policy beneficial, and the 
apparently growing tendency to commit 
such crimes in our state leads to the sug- 
gestion that such a law is needed in Geor- 
gia. Should the legislature pass such a 
law the courts will be less troubled with 
desperate cases of assault to murder and 
murder. When men know that, under 
all circumstances, to threaten the life of 
their fellow-man is a criminal offense, in- 
dictable and-punishable as other mis- 
demeanors, we shall hear of less violent 
altercations and less deadly attempts 
to settle differences of fact and opinion. 
By all means let the legislature consider 
this question, and let the*friends of good 
order and social peace advocate a meas- 
ure calculated to lessen the chances of 
men committing desperate crimes.

It is practically the 
Empire against the Republic, the other 
enemies of the republic remaining 
passive; while the Napoleonists are re- 
sorting to every sort of tool—to tracts, 
newspapers, associations, addresses, fetes, 
masses, prayers, processions, dinners and 
—there is really no end to their industry. 
The clerical party are working tooth and 
toenail in the same direction, and be- 
tween the two the republicans are having 
a lively time. M. Gambetta is the soul 
and spirit, as he is the actual leader of 
the republicans; and he believes in an 
aggressive campaign—in fact, in a popular 
tour he is now engaged in making, he has 
inaugurated such a campaign, and his 
example is being followed all over France:

—The financial suffering in France last 
year, in consequence of political agitation 
and stagnation in trade, is shown by the 
fact that the pawnshops in Paris made 
nearly $8,000,000 of loans on almost two 
million objects—a greater amount than for 
years before. So much furniture and - 
many heavy articles were pledged that 
warehouses had to be rented to store t rn 
in. An unusual number of articles were 
abandoned, well-nigh two hundred thou- 
sand, and when sold they brought over 
$200,000 more than they had been pledged 
for.

His warvellous invention gives a mild, soft, 
yet brilliant light, pi to the eye, clear, 
steady and without blemish, and at a cost less 
than one-third of that required for gas. Those 
who have seen the invention pronounce it 
wonderful. Already a company has been 
formed, composed of a number of wealthy 
capitalists, and Mr. Edison's lawyers are en- 
gaged in soeperens the final arrangements 
or the legal transfer. Before long, there- 
fore, the work of introduction wilf begin. 
The patents for the United States have only 
just been granted, while those, for the va- 
rious countries of Europe have not yet been 
obtained. To-day the professor's solictors 
send by steamer the nevessary documents to 
their London agents for the procurement of- 
the British letters patent. e French and 
other patents wil! be applied for simulta- 
neously with the English one.

THE SECRET WELL GUARDED. 


When the other great inventions of Mr. 
Edison were in progress the laberatory was 
free to all visitors. The telephone was seen 
by hundreds, The same was the case with 
the phonograph, the tasimeter, the 
phone, the quadruplex telegraph, and many 
ether of his inventions. When u 1, as be 
often was by his associates of the laboratory, 
to be more circumspect in rr eg them 
more prematurely to strangers, he. in- 
variably jJaughed off their fears and 
renewe! his orders to show the  in- 
ventions to all who desired to see 
them. The case with the electric light is far 
different. Its place in the laboratory is one 
sacred to the ea few. If the hosts of 
visitors who daily swarm to the laboratory 
of the great inventor see it, they see it only 
in detached form. The essence of the dis- 
covery is missing. Mr. Edison himself 
speaks but little on the subject, but he is 
almost constantly at work on it. Earl 
morning sees him in the laboratory, and it Is 
after midnight when he leaves. On Thurs- 
day last he worked continuously from sun- 
rise until sunrise the following day, and 
ceased then only after the earn&t impor- 
tunities of his awistants. All his energies 
seem —— up in the new invention. 
His megaphone and phonograph lie idle, 
save the work done on them-by some of the 
professer's Dub crous assistants. 


THE PROPOSED SYSTEM. 


A Herald reporter learned yesterday the 
system propased to be adopted after the 
patents are all granted, First, the professor 
will light up all the houses in Menlo park 
ratis, and from his laberatury watch the 
ight’s progress from night to night.

To light it a little 
spring is touched, and instantly the elec- 
tricity does its work. The amount of bight 
ean be regulated in the same way as that 
from gas. Ty turn off the light the spring 
ix again touched, and instantly all is dark- 
ness. ,.No matches being used, and there 
being no thame, all the dangers ineident to 
the use of gas are obviated. The light gives 
out no heat, “bis shuply a pure white light, 
made dim or brilliant at the fancy of the 
person using it, 


A GLANCE AT THE INVENTION, 


The writer last night saw the invention 
in operation in Mr. Edison's laboratory. 
The inventor was deep in experimental re- 
searches when he called. The apparatus 
consisted of a small metal stand placed on 
a tables. Surrounding the light was a small 
glass globe. Near by was a gas jet burning 
low. The professor looked up from his work 
to greet the reporter, and in reply to a re- 
quest to view the invention, waved his hand 
toward the light with the explanation, 
‘There she is.” The illumination was such 
as would come from a brilliant gas jet sur- 
rounded with gr@und glass,only that the light 
was clearer and more brilliant. “Now I 
will extinguish it and light the gas, and you 
can see the difference,” said Mr. Edison, 
arid touched the spring. Instantly all was 
darkness. Then he turned on the gas. The 

we in the light wat quite perceptible, 
the light from the gasappeyring in compari- 
son tinted with yellow. In a moment, 
however, the eye had become aceustomed to 
it, and the yellowish tint disappeared, Then 
the” or turned on’ the electri¢ light, 
giving the writer the opportunity of seeing 
both side by side.
